Unless (pa piStation objects, in-which case please cable 
to Luxembourg with reasons, the briefing of MANKEL should include the parenthetical 
note in sub-paragraph co, since this will persit himk to take precautionsry measures 
in dealing with these types. We crefer that after he has explored the possibili- | 
ties offered by sub-parsgraph a, he explore those offered by sub-paragraph d. 
Sub-paragraphs b and c should be considered last resorts. Although he will be 
aware of it from his own normal activity, MANKEL ahould be spocifically told to 
be alert to the fact that the circles in which he will be dealing ere usually 
leaded vith police informants ard that ve want biz to exercise eaximinm cauticn. , 
He should also be told that we do not consider this a missioa which can be ext A 
ad infinitum.
